Let Monday Night—Eights 
to Burn Within Six Weeks 

Ornamental street lights for Sierra 
Madre are assured, only a small bal 
ance remains to be subscribed and the 
contract will bo let to the successful 
bidder Monday, the News guar¬ 
anteeing any deficiency that may ex¬ 
ist at the time. The specifications 
call for a completed job within 40 
days. 

The price of copper wire has a 1 
ready advanced 15 per cent and the 
price of all electrical material will 
advance September 27th. T! e freight 
rates advance 20 per cent n the same 
date, so it will be seen that more 
money must be reaised than was con¬ 
templated, as the bid are bound to 
be higher than was at first estimated 
and there arc sever, non-resident 
property owners who have not sub- 
v rib d to the fund, whose share of 
the expense must bo provided for. 

In order to be prepared to finance 
the ornamental street lighting system 
we must have enough money pledged 
to cover the lowest bid accepted and 
the News again asks its readers to 
subscribe to this public improvement 
which benefits the whole community. 

Not one cent of expense is incurred 
in this campaign, advciUsing, print¬ 
ing and even postage has been cheer¬ 
fully donated for the public good. Ev¬ 
ery cent subscribed and paid will be 
accounted for in a published state¬ 
ment.

ELECTRIC RATE ADJUSTMENT 

In notifying The News of the order 
of the California State Railroad 
Commission requiring the Southern 
California Edison company to appear 
at its Court Room in the Union! 
League building, Los Angeles, on 
September 16, in the matter of read¬ 
justing the charges for all classes of 
electric service under its lines, Dis¬ 
trict Manager Fred Schwartz ex¬ 
plained that the readjustment of rates 
was in sequence to the discontinuance 
of load shifting on September 1st, 
and a gradual return to normal condi¬ 
tions after the impending water 
shortage early in the season. 

In this connection he says that with 
only two months before the fall rains 
can he expected, the strenuous period 
of power shortage which was due to 
the lack of precipitation in the early 
spring has apparently passed and 
abnormal conditions are somewhat 
modified. Rate adjustments are au¬ 
tomatic and upon the same basis in 
California as in the other states 
where the utilities are under public 
control. The question of fact, how¬ 
ever, always enter into these adjudi¬ 
cations and to that end the Commis¬ 
sion has instructed the Edison com¬ 
pany to send out post card notifica¬ 
tion to each of its 250,000 light and 
power consumers in order that all in¬ 
terested parties may have an oppor¬ 
tunity to present arguments pertinent 
to the subject at this hearing.

'.he size of the Jones family will be ex¬ 
plained. The name means “son of 
John." John Jones Is found In almost 
every community.

The seascout department Is t lie 
“maritime” branch of the Boy Scouts 
of America. Any registered hoy scout 
who Is at least 15 years of age, and 
weighs at least 113 pounds Is eligible. 
Seascouts are organized In units of 
“boat crews” of nine boys each; and 
In the primary class work, only one 
boat crew Is necessary to organize a 
seoseout “ship.” At least two mem¬ 
bers of each boat crew must lie first- 
class scouts. A group of boat crews 
Is known as a "ship.” and is led by 
an adult known as a seascoutniaster. 
who Is aided and backed up In his 
work by a representative group of citi¬ 
zens called a ship committee. 

Kverv seascout has a certain duty 
to perform for his ship; this duty be¬ 
ing called his “billet," and Indicated by 
a small blue and white device on his 
right sleeve. Billets include cox¬ 
swains, stewards, yeomen, linkers, wa¬ 
termen, signalmen, carpenters, ship- 
smiths and sailmakers; each hoy learn¬ 
ing something of his department work 
so that when at camp or on a cruise, 
nil necessary work goes forward with¬ 
out friction and very little supervision. 

Seascouts study, In their regular 
meetings, knotting and splicing, cloud 
forms, parts of small boats, how to 
row. sail, and swim (life-saving Is es¬ 
pecially emphasized), types of vessels, 
block and tackle, foot drill, working 
canvas, camping nshore, and other 
things of the sea. As each ship ad¬ 
vances in work It Is promoted through 
"schooner,” "barkentlne,” “bark," to 
the “ship” or highest class, these be¬ 
ing seascout names for the progressive 
steps in marine knowledge. Ship class 
seascouts must make n 150-mlle cruise 
nnnuallv to hold their grade: or. if In-

toward the center of the wheel nnd Its 
rounded point toward the outer cir¬ 
cumference. When the weight at a 
given point exceeds that which the 
thick walls will carry the point of the 
cone comes Into play. As the pressure 
Increases a greater area of the cone 
comes into play. 

Rigidity Sustained. 

Kaeh of the cells—the number of 
which depends upon the circumference 
— Is vented by two small holes. If the 
blow on the tire Is sudden, as would 
he the case if It ran Into n rond rut or 
hit a stone, the air comes into play 
also. The holes are of a size to permit 
the air to escape slowly, thus sustain¬ 
ing rigidity at the time when It is 
needs'll. As the compressed section re¬ 
gains Its normal shape fresh air is 
drawn In, and thus the tire Is venti¬ 
lated and cooled In warmest weather. 

Of Great Advantage. 

One section of the tire might be 
damaged without throwing the remain¬ 
der out of commission. This would be 
a great advantage In military vehicles, 
fire apparatus, funeral ears. Mr. Wat¬ 
kins evolved Ills idea more than two 
years ago. Since that time he has 
been nt work with mechanical en¬ 
gineers familiar with rubber manu¬ 
facture perfecting tbe design of tlie 
cells that the proper strength nnd 
thickness of the wall might be accu¬ 
rately figured out. He has now com¬ 
pleted the molds thnt are necessary 
for making the tire.

As evidence of the inconsis¬ 
tency of Woolwine it will be 
1 charged that he went to the other ex¬ 
treme in opposing probation for Capt. 
Stokes, the army officer who returned 
from serving his country to find his 
home debauched and slew the traducer 
of his wife.

“Recognizing the high moral tone 
of the sentiments of the people of 
Los Angeles County, if elected Dis¬ 
trict Attorney, I will administer and 
discharge the functions and duties of 
that office in a manner in keeping 
with and in harmony with these sen¬ 
timents of the people of the commun¬ 
ity, and in the selection of deputies 
and assistants, other than those chos¬ 
en through Civil SeitficP, I shall ap¬ 
point Only those persons 'of the high¬ 
est intellectual and moral attain¬ 
ments. 

“It is further my determination to

“3. Conduct the District Attorney’s 
office with strict observance of the 
law—its letter and spirit. 

“4. Protect the innnocent from 
persecution with the same zeal with 
which the guilty should be prosecuted 

“5. Observe and strictly comply 
j with all the requirements of the Char, 
j ter of Los Angeles County, including 
j the provisions relative to Civil Ser¬ 
vice, and the rules and regulations of 
the Civil Seivice Commission of Los 
Angeles County.’’

who have witnessed their formation usually report 
a great commotion In a threatening cloud, or. more 
commonly, ‘two clouds eottie together.’ From this 
whirling mass the characteristic cloud descends 
until, In the case of damaging storms, it touches 
the earth. Sometimes the cloud Is really funnel- 
shaped ; more commonly It Is described as resem¬ 
bling an elephant’s trunk or gigantic snake as It 
writhes and sways back and forth in Its progress. 
Other observers have stated that it reminded them 
of a rope swinging hack and forth from the clouds. 
Usually in the case of a slender cloud the color Is 
milky white except near the ground, where it Is 
dark from flying dust nnd debris, t’luuds of large 
diameter are usunlly much darker." 

A still better simile, It would seem. Is that of a 
gigantic balloon, scudding low across country be 
fore the wind and dragging an enormous cable 
which trails along on the ground, twisting and 
turning nnd creating fantastic destruction. 

It seems to be established that west of the 
Rockies and cast of the Alleghenies there Isn’t 
much danger from cyclones. But anywhere In the 
Mississippi Valley It’s keep your eye open. Chi¬ 
cago bus thought Itself Immune, owing to some 
peculiar influence exerted by the Great Lakes, but 
this spring a real twister visited its suburbs to the 
northwest. 

It Is estimated by the weather experts thnt “fo» 
any specific area or farm of one square tulle the 
probability of being visited by n tornado Is less 
than 1-lfl of 1 per cent per century." 

There is a popular feeling that cyclones, like 
lightning, do not strike the same spot twice. Nev¬ 
ertheless It Is of record that Codell, Rooks county, 
Kan., was hit three years In succession on May 
25 at the same hour of the day. 

The crop of "cyclone stories” Is very Inrge every 
year. The plain trulh Is that almost anything that 
Is told may as well he believed. There seems to be 
no limit to the fantastic vagaries of these twist¬ 
ers. For example, here’s what an official weather 
bureau record says, In part: 

“The freakish occurrences that result from 
these storms will tax the credulity of a person who 
has never seen them. The often recited Instances 
of straws being blown with such violence that they 
are left sticking in the bark and the wood of a 
tree or post, have to be seen In order to be appre¬ 
ciated. Chickens are sometimes stripped of their 
feathers and left alive, though more often they are 
killed. 

"An Instance has been related on credible an 
thorlty of a dresser being smashed to kindling and 
Its mirror being carried some distance and set 
down against n fence without being cracked: also, 
of a window sash being blown from a railway de¬ 
pot, which was demolished, and laid down on an 
adjoining lawn with a heavy Iron scale weight on 
It without llie glass being broken. 

“One 'of the remarkable features noted Is the 
number of almost miraculous escapes.”

N. T. oti hand which it was not advis¬ 
able to store. The bureau of mines 
demonsfrated by experiment that this 
T. N. T. could be used for Industrial 
purposes, "nd allotments from the war 
department’s stock were assigned to 
the department of the Interior for use 
in the reclamation service, national 
parks service, Indian service, Alaskan 
engineering commission, and to the de¬ 
partment of agriculture for use in 
road construction work supervised by 
the bureau of public roads. 

The value of T. N. T. in road-build¬ 
ing operations has been fully demon¬ 
strated, and the bureau of public roads 
has published a circular to describe its 
characteristics, and to furnish direc¬ 
tions for use of the explosive In place 
of dynamite for blasting, ditch digging, 
and rock breaking. As a general rule, 
T. N. T. may be used for any purpose 
to which dynamite may be put. It is 
safe to handle; does not cau*e "dy¬ 
namite headaches" as readily as the 
commercial explosive, and is a trifle 
more powerful than low-percentage dy¬ 
namite.
